THEME — “PROCLAIMING CHRIST JESUS IN THE POWER OF THE HOLY SPIRIT” 


Our conference theme was taken from the well known definition of evangelism which begins, “‘To evangelise is so 
to present Christ Jesus in the power of the Holy Spirit, ...." What a wonderful theme for a society of evangelists! 


The programme was divided between sessions with visiting speakers and sessions dealing with the Society’s domestic 
affairs. Those who kindly gave their time as speakers were the Rev. Frank Cuttriss, the Rector of St. James’, King Street 
in Sydney, who led us in a daily devotional Bible study from the Acts of the Apostles. The Rev. Charles Widdowson, 
Rector of St, Paul’s, Fairy Meadow in Wollongong, who spoke to us out of his experience of the charismatic movement 
in contemporary church life. The Dean of Sydney, the Very Rev. Lance Shilton, who led an Evangelism Warkshop with 
special reference to the evangelistic impact upon the family unit in Society, And Mrs. Joy Morgan, a Social Worker who 
formerly worked with the Anglican Counselling Service in the Sydney Diocese, led us in a final session on the “Principles 
of Counselling’. 


We owe a great deal to those who contributed so helpfully to our conference and from whom we learnt much of 
practical value to assist in our work in the days ahead. 


To bring officers together in conference from all over Australia costs a lot of money. This is one reason why our 
conferences are held only on alternate years. This time the net cost to the Society, after contributions from officers and 
donations were deducted, amounted to $676.00. A very worthwhile expenditure!

at the conference. They have written a brief account of their experiences. Jeff and Daphne Joy are Warden and Matron 
of The Church Army War Memorial Hostel, “Burgmann House’, in Newcastle, where they care for about 50 young men. 
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We rejoiced in the opportunity of meeting and getting to know a little better, 
officers and families of the Church Army. Some we had never met before and others we 
knew only slightly. It is difficult to pray in a meaningful way for folks one only knows 
by name. Now we shall be able to pray for them all much more realistically. 


We felt that everyone present had something to contribute to the conference, 
and, although there may have been division on some points of discussion, we were able 
to rejoice in the fact that basically there is a real understanding and union between the 
Church Army members. We must never lose this ability to see the other person’s view- 
point and to respect it. 


Conference for our family was a time of peace, joy and fellowship. It was also a much needed rest from our usual 
daily responsibilities. We find it hard to free ourselves from our work at the Hostel and just relax, but conference enabled 
us to do this in a very wonderful setting. It was a delightful change for us to be able to receive such sound and helpful 
Christian teaching, Generally we are ‘giving out’ and we desperately need to sometimes also ‘take in’. The subject matter of 
all the speakers was well presented and interesting, each with a special lesson to apply to our lives, 


Our daughters Sharon and Heather, both found conference a very rewarding time even though they did not attend 
all the sessions. They spent quite a lot of time helping to look after the younger children so that parents could go to 
sessions together. Part of their special pleasure was the fellowship with other Church Army families. 


To us, the greatest joy was the healing service where some had hands laid on for healing. Truly our Lord answers our 
prayers and we humbly thank Him that He is still working miracles of healing today. 


The business side of conference was also very worthwhile, but to our family the fellowship and sharing were the 
most important factors of the conference experience. 


We are keenly looking forward now to another time of such fellowship at the next conference in January, 1975.
